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Grant will help improve technology

Police in the City of Romulus 
will become even more efficient 
thanks to a Local Law 
Enforcement Block Grant 
(LLEBG). 

The $22,573 grant announced 
during the regular city council 
meeting Monday night by Police 
Chief Charles Kirby, will be used 
to upgrade computer hardware 
and software used by the depart¬ 
ment 


Since 1996, the Romulus 
department has been awarded 
funds through the grant program 
Kirby said. 

The LLEBG program pro¬ 
vides funds to units of local gov¬ 
ernment to help pay for projects 
that reduce crime and improve 
public safety. 

There are seven specific areas 
for which the grant funds can be 
used in order to help fight crime. 

It can be used to support new 
law enforcement, to enhance 
security measures, to establish or 


support drug courts, to enhance 
the adjudication of cases involv¬ 
ing violent offenders, establish a 
task force, establish crime pre¬ 
vention programs or to defray the 
cost of indemnification insur¬ 
ance. 

“Tfechnology is very important 
to law enforcemenL” said Kirby. 
“We will use this money to com¬ 
plete upgrades of existing soft¬ 
ware and hardware.” 

The 2003 grant amount is 
drastically reduced from the 1996 
figure of $52,000. 


While in most cases a decrease in 
the amount of the grant would be 
a bad thing, in this case it is a 
good thing, Kirby said. 

‘The amount of money given 
is dependent on the crime rate,” 
said Kirby. “As the crime rate 
goes down, the amount of money 
in the grant also goes down.” 

This grant is awarded to high- 
risk areas and as an area 
becomes safer from Part One 
crimes, or serious crimes, the 
amount is decreased. 

“WOien we first began receiv¬ 


ing this grant in 1996, our amount 
was $56,000,” said Kirby. “That’s 
a drastic drop in seven years.” 

Kirby said the grant also helps 
other departments in the city. 

“By using this money for our 
technology costs, it allows the 
money that would normally be 
spent in the police departments 
budget on technology to be spent 
within other departments that 
really need iL” said Kirby. 

The police department will 
also contribute a local match of 
$2,508. 



Judge learns from peers at conference

Tina Brooks Green, the chief judge at the 
34th District Court, which serves the cities of 
Belleville and Romulus and the townships of 
Huron, Sumpter and Van Buren, took the trip of 
a lifetime in early October. 

She made her way to Washington D.C. for the 
25th Annual National Association of Women 
Judges Conference 

“I could have never imagined the confer¬ 
ence,” said Greea ‘It was so much more than I 
ever thought it could be.” 

The five-day conference welcomed more 
than 450 female judges fix)m the United States, 
as well as around the world 

“It was amazing to sit and speak with these 
female judges fi’om all over the place,” said 
Greea “To get their point of view on different 
issues and cases was interesting.” 

Green was struck with a Serbian judge she 
met and with whom she had breakfast during 
the week. She said they began discussing the 
Andrea 'Vhtes case in Texas. Yates killed her five 
children and pleaded insanity, but was found 
guilty. 

“She said that was outrageous that she was 
sent to prison, because she was obviously insane 
to kill her children and something like that 
would never happen in her country,” said 
Greea “It shocked me, because of all the human 
ri^ts problems they have in Serbia, that a case 


such as this in the United States would cause 
such a reactioa” 

“All of these women are trying to change the 
world,” she said. “It was inspiring to see all of 
these women come together as women, regard¬ 
less of race or culture to deal with issues that 
are important to womea” 

Some of the issues addressed during the con¬ 
ference included domestic violence, women in 
prison, implications of drug policies on women 
and children and human rights through out the 
world. 

The women were also surprised by a visit 
fiiom the First Lady Laura Bush. 

“She came in and talked about how wonder¬ 
ful it was that we could all get together and 
make a difference in women’s issues.” 

However, the thrill of the whole trip for 
Green came when the women were bused to the 
United States Supreme Cburt 

“It was incredible, awesome, anything you 
can think of,” said Greea “It was all decked out 
and so beautiful.” 

The women were guests at a reception just 
outside the chamber doors to the Supreme 
Court They were also honored by the presence 
of the only two current sitting female Supreme 
Court Justices, Ruth Bader Ginsburg and 
Sandra Day O’Connor. 

“The whole conference was simply amazing.” 


Democrats 
Republican trash 


Democrats in the state House 
of Representatives continue to 
express frustration that their 
efforts to curb interstate trash 
flow are being ignored by 
Republicans. 

State representative Hoon- 
Yung Hopgood (D-Taylor) and 
House Democrats, including 
house Democratic Leader 
Dianne Byrum (D-Onondaga) 
scheduled a press conference 
last week during which 
Hopgood unveiled a letter 
signed by the entire Caucus to 
Speaker of the House Rick 
Johnson (R-LeRoy). 

The letter requests that 
Johnson direct the Land Use 
Environment Committee to 
schedule a hearing on House 
Bills 4098 and 4099, legislation 
that would curb the importation 
of out-of-state and Canadian 
trash. If no hearing is scheduled, 
the letter said, the House 
Democratic Caucus would have 
no choice but to pursue a dis¬ 


charge motion to bring these 
bills to the house floor for a vote. 

“Since these bills were intro¬ 
duced in January of this year, 
more than 2.7 million tons of 
out-of-state and Canadian trash 
has been dumped in our com¬ 
munities,” said Hopgood. “Items 
like car batteries, sewage 
sludge, asbestos, radioactive 
waste and even illegal drugs are 
crossing our borders in the back 
of out-of-state trucks every day. 
Michigan citizens are sick and 
tired of being a dumping 
ground. It’s time this legislature 
stood up against the trash lobby 
and for the people of Michigaa” 

The bills put forward by 
Hopgood and House Democrats 
are: HB 4098, which allows 
Michigan to reject trash from 
states that have a regulatory sys¬ 
tem less stringent than the rules 
we impose ourselves and HB 
4099, which adds returnable 
containers to the list of prohibit¬ 
ed items.

New cafe named in memoiy of owner’s daughter

Stephanie Edwards is not a woman to give up 
easily. OratalL 

“It all started about 21 years ago,” explained 
Edwards. “I went to a bakery to get a birthday 
cake for my daughter who loved the Cabbage 
Patch Kids and that is where it all begaa” 

Eldwards I'equested that the local bakery use 
chocolate frosting for the faces of the Cabbage 
Patch Kids to represent an African American 
skin color: The bakery declined. 

“On the way home I stopped and got all of the 
ingredients I would need to make my own cake 
and so started my career,” said Eklwards. 

Edwards was working duiirrg the day at AAA 
of Michigan, but by night she was a baker receiv¬ 
ing many requests for her baked goods. 

Then in 1989, this college graduate spent $25 
for a cake class. 

“That was the best $251 have ever spent in my 
life,” said Edwards. 

Dirring the late 80s and 90s, Edwards contin¬ 
ued her double career while raisirrg four chil- 
drea 

One of her daughters, DaVette, took her moth¬ 
er’s hobby to heart and did eveiTthing she could 
do to help her during her late night bake-a-thons. 

“She would come in and say ‘Mom you look 
tired go take a nap and I will wake you up so you 
can finish’,” said Edwards. “She would go with 
me to deliver the cakes and even critique them 


after I was done.” 

As the years went on, Edwaixls kept receiving 
more and more orders until she finally began 
thinking about opening up bakeiy of her own. 

Then in 1999, DaVette, died from bacterial 
meningitis. 

“It was so sudden,” said Edwaixis. “She was 
fine, she just had her normal sinus infection, 
then she was rushed to the hospital and she 
passed about an hour after thaL” 

Edwards was crushed by the death of her 16- 
yeai'-old daughter 

“Elveryone who knew her loved her She was a 
great daughter,” said Edwards. 

The newly opened DaVette’s Cafe and 
Desserts is a tribute to her daughter and was 
named in her memory 

“She was the one that pushed me and helped 
me and I thought it was only proper that what 
she helped create be named after her,” said 
Edwards. 

Now, Edwaixis is looking on to bi^er and bet¬ 
ter things. 

The new bakery located on Merriman Road 
offers everything from cookies to pies to cakes. 
The bakery also offers coffee and cappuccino. 

“Ever 5 fthing is homemade each morning,” 
said Edwards. 

DaVette’s will also be carrying specialty cakes 
and pies for Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year’s Eve.

When the State of Michigan set out to sell 423 acres of land it 
owned along Seven Mile Road in Northville Township, the situation 
had the potential for an ideal intergovernmental relationship. 

Township planners had just completed a concept plan for the corri¬ 
dor, and state oflBcials expressed an interest in it as a way to maximize 
the land use - and the price - for the sita They also included a willing¬ 
ness to work with the local government in the bid specifications, so 
township officials had reasons to be hopeful. 

In the end, though, it may turn to be a case of ‘everyone for them¬ 
selves,’ and township officials will be hard pressed to make sure the 
existing residents aren’t the ones to suffer 

State officials, in their zeal to sell the land to the highest bidder, 
may have set the price too high. The developers, in their desire to put 
their name on one of the prime pieces of properly in western Wayne 
County, may have paid too much for it Township officials are left with 
far less than they had hoped for - they wanted 50 acres of land for 
their own use and 20 acres for a new elementary school. It’s still early 
in the process, the plans presented last week still very preliminary, 
but there is a significant gap to be overcome if either of those wishes 
are turned into reality. 

And that’s too bad. Township officials should be commended for 
realizing the potential of development on the land. When they started 
the development of the Seven Mile Road Corridor concept plan, the 
hospital was still in operation and the thought that it might one day be 
sold was nothing but conjecture and rumor 

They did their job well, though, as they tried to put smart planning 
into place that would serve the future of the township. It’s our hope 
that that work won’t be in vain, that township officials will be able to 
work with Real Estate Interests, Inc. (RED for the successful develop¬ 
ment of that property. 

And in our opinion, the successful development of that property is 
more along the lines of the concept put forth by township officials. It 
includes more than a minimal amount of open space. It doesn’t over¬ 
burden an already taxed sewer system. It doesn’t replace rolling hills 
and old copses of trees for houses and condominiums crammed onto 
45-foot lots. It is respectful of the land, the rolling hills and the aged 
ecosystem. It is remindful of the work that went into the concept plan, 
in the first place. 

Unfortunately, for that to happen a complete revisit of the fabled 
drawing board may be required. The state should reevaluate what 
they want from the land, and whether they actually want to work with 
the local officials, or merely give them lip service.

Principals of convenience 


Events like the Great Pumpkin Caper in down¬ 
town Plymouth make me wonder if water is really 
our most abundant resource. 

Watching the hundreds, if not thousands, of chil¬ 
dren traipse through the street dressed in colorful 
costumes, makes me believe that kids are even 
more prevalent 

The streets were crowded again with children 
Thursday night and many of them got an eyeful as 
they walked past the mostly vacant NBD building 
on the corner of Main Street and Penniman 
Avenue. 

That’s where censored pictures of‘pornography’ 
downloaded from the world wide web were on dis¬ 
play for all to see. The pictures were from the pub¬ 
lication housed there, and apparently set up so all 
could view some of the appalling things that can go 
on in any small town. The fact that it gave the publi¬ 
cation another excuse to take a swipe at the former 
publisher probably didn’t factor into the decision to 
take these pictures from the Internet, where they 
must be sought out and put them all in a window 
where anyone will see them. 

Keep in mind that, however distasteful it is to 
most of us, there is nothing implicitly illegal about 
pornography, which is a word with a definition that 
even courts have disagreed upon. 

Welcome to America, where free speech is cele¬ 
brated. 

In fact, it reminds me of a somewhat similar situ¬ 
ation I encountered back when I worked at The 
Community Crier, under former publisher W. 
Edward Wendover. It was in the summertime. 

Back then, we had a staffer who was truly a gift¬ 
ed artist Her ultimate ambition at the time was to 
go into the field of medical illustratioa She drew 
sketches of well-known Plymouth, Canton and 


Northville officials for an old 
Fall Festival edition of the 
paper, and even painted the cover one year, too. 
And she also, for one of her live modeling classes, 
sketched out a series of breathtaking nude works. 

Now, these weren’t breathtaking because they 
were naked people. They were incredible in the 
talent evidenced by them, the reverence to the 
form, the fluid lines and the detail. Wendover, capti¬ 
vated by the quality of the work, placed them in the 
front window to promote an upcoming art fair. 

Soon after that, Tom Prose, who owns the NBD 
building where the pictures and story are now post¬ 
ed - at least as of Monday morning - parked in front 
of the office and approached the front window with 
his wife and children and a camera 

He directed his kids to look at the display, even 
though they indicated that they didn’t want to, and 
then took pictures of them looking at the nude 
sketches. 

“Your boss is going to be sorry he ever messed 
with me,” he said as he left 

I have to admit I thought about duplicating the 
entire scene. I’ve got a son, a camera I could have 
taken Henry down to the old bank and taken his 
picture while he looked at the pictures posted 
behind the glass. But I gave up antics like that when 
I was in high school, if not before. 

Besides, as a person who weighs in on local pub¬ 
lic policy and issues, I know the value of avoiding 
hypocrisy and double standards; I know the impor¬ 
tance of looking over personal grudges - however 
real or imagined that they might be - and maintain¬ 
ing objectivily. I know the value of our right to fi^ 
speech, and I wouldn’t treat it so cavalierly. 

Nor would I switch sides on an issue whenever I 
found it circumstantially convenient 



Talk doesn’t cook rice, action does 


There is nothing like a phone call from the 
doctor to throw a bummer into a beautiful blue 
sky afternoon 

‘Jerry, it’s Mary,” cardiologist Dr Mary Lazar 
said. It was not followed by, “You’re doin’ great” 
like it has been for the past five years. 

“What are we dealing with? I asked. 

“You got blockage in the right coronary artery 
and...“ 

The news was not unexpected. All morning 
I’d had a feeling that all was not good in the after- 
math of a stress test I’d taken the day before. 
Lately, I’d been lacking my full head of energy 
and for some months had been experiencing 
heaviness across my chest I was hoping it wasn’t 
what the doctor had just told me. 

I flashed back to June 1997 when the doctor 
told me I had serious heart problems and recom¬ 
mended bypass surgery. After more tests and 
talking with a surgeon it was decided that they’d 


do a full house, five bypasses. 

It had been the worst thing 
I’ve ever gone through and I 
sure didn’t want an encore.

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Water company 
wins tax abatement

The soft economy hasn’t stalled growth 
for the Abospnre Water Co. 

Located in Plymouth Township, the 
firm plans a major expansion during the 
next two years that would result in a $7.4 
million investment in the township as it 
moves into and renovates the old Federal 
Pipe and Steel complex on Joy Road. 

Tom Melnick, a representative for the 
company, said the expansion would result 
in 10 new jobs for the firm. 

“This is all just growth,” he said. 

Absopure has long maintained a corpo¬ 
rate identity in Plymouth, he said. The 
firm started operation in 1908, when it was 
an ice company that delivered goods with 
wagons and horse drawn carriages. It’s 
now one of the top 10 bottled water com¬ 
panies in the world, as far as distribution. 
They employ 300 people throughout the 
nation, and 184 of those work in Plymouth 
Township, he said. 

He said Absopure was going to put 
$667,000 into the structure in the form of 
aesthetic improvements both inside and 
outside the building. 

About $6.4 million in new machinery 
would be installed, including security sys¬ 


tems, production equipment, packaging 
and water filtration units. They would also 
install $270,000 in new computer equip¬ 
ment It would give the company 180,000 
square feet of space. 

The Plymouth Township Board of 
Trustees approved a 12-year, 50 percent 
tax abatement for the firm last Tuesday to 
help get the project under way. 

“I don’t normally vote for tax abate¬ 
ments,” said Clerk Marilyn Massengill, 
who voted in favor of the abatement She 
said she made an exception because 
Absopure was moving into and improving 
an existing building, rather than construct¬ 
ing a new one. 

Melnick pointed out that Absopure reg¬ 
ularly contributes to local charitable 
efforts like the YMCA, the Plymouth 
Kiwanis and Lions Clubs, as well as many 
others. 

“We have a long record as a good corpo¬ 
rate citizen,” he said. 

Township Trustee Abe Munfakh said 
Absopure, in effect is a world-wide pro¬ 
motion of the community, since Plymouth 
is mentioned on every label on every bot¬ 
tle of water distributed. 

“This is a classic example of the kind of 
company you want to see in the communi¬ 
ty,” he said. 


International sculptor 
opens home for fundraiser

Internationally celebrated sculptor 
David Barr will open his home and his 
private sculpture garden to guests from 
3:30 to 7:30 p.m Sunday in support of the 
planned Baseline Road Sculpture in 
Northville. 

The sculpture, which will be located 
on the southwest comer of Center Street 
and Eight Mile, would be the first in a 
series of pieces scattered across the state 
designed to commemorate Michigan his¬ 
tory. The event will feature opportunities 
to view Barr’s completed pieces and 
works-in-progress, live music, and a silent 
auction. The event is co-sponsored by the 
Northville Arts Commission and 
Northville Parks and Recreatioa 

According to Emily Sherman, 
Northville Parks and Recreation arts pro¬ 
gramming supervisor, Barr approached 
the city with the idea of erecting a sculp¬ 
ture commemorating the historical 
importance of Baseline Road. It is only 
one of the pieces Barr hopes to install 
across the state along Baseline Road. 

“A project celebrating art, nature, and 
history, and recognizing the importance 
of Baseline Road in the surveying and 
settling of Michigan, this work is intended 
to refresh our awareness of American 
democratic principles and Jeffersonian 
ideals,” said Sherman. 

Sherman describes Barr as a “stmc- 
turalist,” inspired by naturally occurring 
structures, and said that he is internation¬ 
ally recognized for his works, which uti¬ 
lize both metal and natural materials. She 
said that the city leapt at the chance to 
have one of his works on display. 

“We’re proud to have his works in our 
community” said Sherman. 

In addition to the prestige Barr’s work 


would offer the community the city was 
also attracted for another reason. 

“Northville, especially the Arts 
Commission, is very interested in getting 
more public art up,” Sherman said. “It 
was a perfect opportunity” 

However, with a cost of about $17,000, 
Sherman said the city had to come up 
with fundraisers that would help cover 
the expense of the project The home tour 
idea evolved out of this need, she said. 

“We were looking for a place to do a 
fundraiser. He offered his home to us, 
and we nabbed it” said Sherman, noting 
that the uniqueness of Barr’s Novi home 
made it a perfect location for the gather¬ 
ing. 

This event is expected to raise about 
$5,000 for the sculpture, with other 
fundraisers providing the rest of the nec¬ 
essary cash. 

Part of the proceeds will come from 
the silent auction, which will feature a 
variety of items, fium pottery and jewelry 
to signed posters from the Detroit 
Symphony Orchestra, provided by local 
artists, as well as items donated by local 
businesses. 

“Everyone’s helping out It’s nice,” said 
Sherman. She added that Canton 
Township resident Brandon Gauvin 
would be providing piano music through¬ 
out the evening.

An Open Letter to Bob Thompson, Texas Folk Hero 

Dear Mr. Thompson: 

We recently read of your attempted generosity to the students of Detroit. Your gesture of aid was 
incredibly moving and deeply inspiring to our school community, and we were saddened by the 
media’s description of the turmoil with which your good will was received. Though our school 
and your home are separated by thousands of miles and several states, you have achieved folk 
hero status on this small Texas campus. 

We know what an incredible impact a few people committed to change can make. Four years ago 
a few of us in our community in the Rio Grande Valley decided that we would work to ensure 
that all of our students would be prepared for success in a four-year college or university. We 
launched a public charter school serving students who are nearly all Hispanic, mostly from homes 
that speak only Spanish, and who are identified by the U.S. Census Bureau as economically 
disadvantaged. In fact, our county is in the bottom .01 % of per capita wealth in the nation. 

Freed from interference from unions and politics, our quest for college preparation has been 
driven by a simple philosophy of hard work and determination. Our students and teachers attend 
school from 7:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. each day, on select Saturdays, and plough through a four-week 
summer session. On top of this, IDEA Academy pupils have up to two hours of homework each 
night and are held to high standards for both their personal conduct and academic progress. The 
formula of more time on task combined with high expectations for student performance has led to 
sky rocketing test scores and significant gains in achievement. While we began serving students 
in middle school, we have expanded one grade level at a time to keep pace as they get older. Our 
first graduating high school class of 2007 will be required to receive an acceptance letter from a 
four year college or university before they are awarded their diploma. 

In spite—or perhaps because—of this rigorous recipe for success, we now face a problem: we 
have too many students and not enough space. We are bursting at the seems in modular 
classrooms located in a com field on,the outskirts of^wn. Soon we will run out of space for 
expansion. Given our situation, we are awed by your attempt to give a generous gift to build 
small schools throughout Detroit, and we stand shocked that there are some folks who think they 
have the luxury of not accepting the help of someone so committed to the public good. 

Every teacher, administrator, cafeteria worker, custodian, bus driver and student at IDEA 
Academy has signed this open letter encouraging you to keep moving forward with your efforts 
to sling shot students into college.

Furniture store marks 
70 th year in business

Flamily owned and operated for 
three generations, Walker/Buzen- 
berg Rimiture, located at 240 N. 
Main St in Plymouth, is celebrat¬ 
ing its 70th anniversary this year 
with sales and promotions. 

When PVed Walker opened the 
shop in 1933, however, it was not 
exclusively a furniture store. 

“It actually started out selling 
not only furniture, but also appli¬ 
ances and carpets,” said Eric 
BuzenbeiTg, who co-owns the store 
with his brother, David.

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Inkster police launch department website 


The site marks a milestone for 
the department as the only official 
presence the city has in cyberspace.

f The Inkster Police Depart¬ 
ment brought communication 
with city residents into the 21st 
Century last week with the 
launch of wwwinksterpd.com, the 
new department website. 

The site marks a milestone for 
the department as the only offi¬ 
cial presence the city has in 
cyberspace. 

Developed by Det. Anthony 
( Abdallah who, with the assistance 
of auxiliary officer Thomas 
Westbrook, created the site dur¬ 
ing a two-week period, the site 
was designed to inform citizens 
about what going on within the 
department and in the communi¬ 
ty. 

“This is just another part of 
community policing,” said 


Deputy Chief Greg Gaskin. “We 
didn’t want to wait for the city to 
develop its own site because 
sometimes that can take a long 
time. We think it’s important for 
the residents to know what the 
various departments’ functions 
are. 

“Our (Gaskin’s and Chief 
Marvin Winkler’s) e-mail address¬ 
es are on the site,” Gaskin added. 
“We hope people will share their 
concerns with us.” 

The site has several features, 
including information the roles 
the traffic bureau, central 
records, the patrol division and 
the criminal investigations unit 
play in the 60-officer department 
Information about the auxiliary 
police and the Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education (DARE) 
program. 

The police department is try¬ 


ing to make the site a resource for 
the community to avoid crime 
instead of just a mechanism by 
which to make contact with the 
department, Abdallah said. 
Comprehensive information 
about crime prevention, motorist 
safety, safety for seniors and 
household security is available 
on the site. CXirrently, several tips 
on avoiding Internet predators is 
posted on the site; with links to 
other child safety sites such as 
Safe Suifin’ and Net Nanny. 

Abdallah said one of his 
favorite parts is the “Just for 
Kids” section, which provides 


information kids can use to avoid 
getting hurt on the bicycles. A 
complete question and answer 
section tells children how to call 
911 if a parent is incapacitated 
and provides phone numbers to 
child abuse hotlines and other 
health-related groups. 

Stranger danger, staying away 
from guns, getting separated from 
parents at large events and the 
right way to take on bullies are 
other topics covered at 
www.inksterpd.com. 

A memorial page for the four 
Inkster Police officers killed in 
the line of duty since the depart¬ 


ment inception in 1929 is also 
included. 

Though the city asked for bids 
from web development firms ear- 
lier this year, Gaskin said the 
police department was able to 
launch a site earlier than the rest 
of the city because they used 
internal resources. 

“We have a lot of talent here,” 
he said. 

As of last week, the site boast¬ 
ed 148 hits, Abdallah said. 

City officials have said they are 
committed to getting a site up and 
running in the coming months. 
Gaskin said that he will ask for a 
link on the city site. 

Eventually, Abdallah said the 
site will have a mechanism to 
allow residents to order police 
reports on-line, though reports 
would have to be picked up and 
paid for in person. 


Wayne OK’s new patrol car lights 


Ne’er do wells, beware. 

Police cars in the City of 
Wayne will soon have a new look 
to them, and it will make them 
harder to detect, at least until 
their lights start flashing. 

Wayne Police Chief Mike 
Sumeracki said the department 
had received a $23,094 grant that 
will be used to re-outfit the lights 
atop patrol cars in the fleet 
The grant comes with a $2,566 
local match, but he said it would 


ultimately save the city money 
and improve performance from 
the fleet 

Sumeracki said the new lights 
would address a problem long 
experienced by the department 
The overhead ‘dome-type’ lights 
now contain a multitude of differ¬ 
ent lights that all flash in concert 
with each other. It requires a lot 
of energy to make them work, 
more than even the tougher alter¬ 
nators installed in the vehicles 


can put out Sumeracki said. 

“What is happening is that our 
batteries are being drained,” he 
said. “When we don’t use a car 
for a shift, we have to chai^ge up 
the battery.
